Does your town greet its visitors 


with roadside beauty or with junk? 


a city should have a scenic entrance. Not many cities 
have—a fact known by every traveler who has been welcomed 
at the outskirts of metropolis or village by roadside signs, shacks, 
= * , ‘ ‘ 

The remedy for this ugliness lies with the residents of each 
city. It is not hard to launch a crusade which will generate 
enough public pressure to rid one road of junk and trash. One 
man or one woman can do it thru one of the many civic-minded 
clubs, in cooperation with local newspapers and radio stations. 

Once fully cleaned, the roadside in its restored health will 
suggest adoption of a sound zoning and planting program. 
To be effective, this planting program must extend consider- 
ably beyond the city limits. Skillfully done, the planting can 
also add greatly to highway safety. 

Suggested here is a five-point planting program any city can 
follow: 

1. Use native plants. When Nature plants, there is harmony. The 
plants express the character of the region. 

Then, too, native plants cost less to plant and maintain. Most 

of them can take care of themselves. And you don’t need to 
plant flowers. Given the protecting canopy of native trees and 
shrubs, wildflowers quickly creep in. 
2. Make it a safe road. There should be low plantings at railroad 
crossings and highway intersections. But let there be open land 
as the driver approaches these plantings. Their presence will 
lead his eyes back to the road and its danger point.

3. Make it an interesting planting. Have variety, but don’t try to 
plant everything that grows in the vicinity. Roadsides are neither 
museums nor patchwork quilts. 

4. Play up landmarks. If there’s a great tree out in a field, a long 
line of trees in the distance, or a house with historic meaning, 
then give a view of it. 

5. Satisfy man’s curiosity. It’s human to be curious about what is 
hidden by the bend in the road. At every major turn, satisfy 
that curiosity with a view of a different kind of plants.

Or JR basement is not one of 
those luscious creations complete 
with tiled floors and knotty-pine 
walls. Ours is just a basement: 
whitewashed cement walls, fur- 
nace, coalbin, concrete floor, and 
all. 

Our basement was the main rea- 
son that my thrice-weekly washings 
were pretty grim. Billy and Shari 
were too young to be left safely 
alone outdoors or upstairs, so down 
they came with me, and I divided 
my time between running clothes 
thru the wringer and lifting my 
moppets out of the laundry tubs or 
the coalbin. Because there was 
nothing for them to do, they were 
soon cross and irritable, and before 
the last piece had gone thru the 
wringer I felt as tho I had been 
thru it, too. 

Trying to think of something 
that would keep the youngsters in- 
terested while I worked, I remem- 
bered that some of the toys and 
equipment used in nursery school 
work were inexpensive and easy to 
make.

Tue youngsters had always had 
a wonderful time with the sturdy 
wooden boxes at nursery school.

Suspended between two 
boxes, the boards became walks, 
runways for Billy’s cars, or daring 
bridges which he and Shari 
climbed over, under, and upon. 
We elevated one end of a smooth 
board: result, a wonderful slide 
(old bread wrappers to sit on make 
the slide quite fast), or a daring 
walk to clamber on.

found quite a stack of mill ends 
which- the manager was glad to 
sell and which my husband cut 
into blocks of various sizes. After 
sanding, they made a handsome 
collection which Billy and Shari 
love to build into all sorts of fasci- 
nating buildings and runways for 
their train and cars. 


Tue youngsters had a good 
wagon for outdoors, but we soon 
realized that it was too awkward 
to lug up and down the basement 
stairs. We made a basement wagon 
by putting four casters on a sturdy 
wooden box. 

And then there is the sandbox. 
A sandbox in the house? Certainly! 
Why not? Billy and Shari have a 
wonderful time filling pans, cups, 
and tin dishes. And you should see 
the amazing town and roads which 
can be made when a little pan of 
water is added to the sand. 

For the sides of the sandbox we 
used lumber 2 inches thick, 8 inches 
wide and 4 feet long. Across either 
end we put two shelves, boards 
which were 2 inches thick, 8 inches 
wide and 4 feet, 4 inches long. The 
base is the basement floor. We used 
half a cubic yard of common sand. 

The children soon learned that 
whenever they were careless and 
threw the sand about they were 
taken from their sandbox. Now the 
only sand on the floor is what 
comes from their shoes and the 
little that spills from the trucks as 
they’re driven along the wooden 
sides of the box. Sweeping it up is 
a small job after the fun the chil- 
dren have playing there all morn- 


ing. 


One day when we were com- 
pleting our basement playground 
a neighbor called. Their new sink 
had arrived and could we use the 
carton it had come in? Could we! 
Set up in the basement with a door 
and with windows cut in its card- 
board sides, it became a most satis- 
factory playhouse. 

Into this playhouse go the boxes 
to serve as chairs and tables when 
they aren’t being used as trains or 
lifts for the boards. An orange 
crate fits snugly against one side 
and is a very important sort of cup- 
board on which a variety of treas- 
ures are stacked. If we hadn’t been 
lucky enough to have neighbors 
who were redecorating we might 
have devised a playhouse from 
packing crates, plywood or plaster- 
board, or even of canvas or an old 
blanket thrown over a wooden 
framework. Children so love crawl- 
ing in and out of something that 
the size of their “house”’ isn’t too 
important. 


Now that we have our basement 
playground, I really look forward 
to washdays when we’re all down- 
stairs together, and the children 
can run and play as much as they 
wish without leaving me a wrecked 
house to clean. Billy’s neighbor- 
hood pals no longer use the living 
room as the scene of their milk and 
cookie spreads.

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THE DIARY OF A 


Plain Dirt Gardener 


By Harry R. O’Brien 


Jan. I Plans for the year—garden 
speaking—are to proceed as nor- 
mal. I’ll keep on with the old rou- 
tine of perennials, annuals, roses, 
with special emphasis on trying 
out new things. In the back part, 
vegetables will be grown, along 
with sundry rows of mums, glads, 
and what not for cutting. 

There are some enemies to be 
faced. One job is to fight slugs, 
which are too numerous. Weeds 
were too many in vegetables last 
year. Some sumac out of bounds 
must be grubbed at vigorously. 

The worst spot on the place is 
where my climbing roses grow. I 
won’t make any promises, but I 
hope I can find time to get them in 
shape. If only one of the boys liked 
climbing roses! I have some lovely 
ones, but I neglect them while I 
labor with the bedding sorts. 


Jan. 2 Right here and now I pre- 
dict an early and blessed spring. 
You see, the cardinals have been 
rehearsing their spring whistle 
already, and today I heard a tit- 
mouse give its cheerful “tweet, 
tweet,” loud and clear. 


Jan. 3 Home too late to feed the 
birds. Besides, it was raining. 

I did refill the window boxes 
from the inside with sunflower 
seeds. I have an old kitchen soup 
ladle for this, for one box is hard to 
reach and the other hard to fill. 


Jan. 4 Relax, folks, everything is 
under control this Saturday. I 
managed to get David to haul out 
ashes and trash from the basement. 

A woman called me on the 
phone today and in an anxious 
voice said she didn’t get her roses 
covered up and what could she do 
about it now. I told her she could 
use sand to mulch around the base 
of the canes—that I was using 
sand for this purpose on some of 
my plants, and they seem to be do- 
ing all right so far. 

She asked me about straw. I 
replied that unless soil—or sand— 
had been put around first and the 
ground then frozen, I'd rather not 
have any straw.

Dick aioe just below the point where the 
biceps bulge on Cape Cod’s long arm, stands 
the James A. Burgess home in Marstons 
Mills, Massachusetts. If you have never before 
seen a lawn you could rightfully call velvety, 
you know this one can be. On a summer’s day, 
it’s so rich, so deep, so green it looks like a bit 
of Ireland. There’s a great old locust shelter- 
ing the roof, and masses of roses climb hap- 
pily. Tiger lilies spill thru the fence. And the 
house is pure Cape Cod, Cape Cod at its fin- 
est—Cape Cod 200 years young. 

But this lawn is no accidental blessing. Its 
velvety nap is the result of regular feedings, 
and mowing on schedule. Modern metal edg- 
ing keeps its curve along the drive sharp and 
clean and does away with hand trimming. 


The blackish-green hedge that binds the 
lawn is of spreading Japanese Yew which re- 
quires only moderate clipping to keep it round 
and thick. This yew and the showy forsythia 
near the front fence were introduced to the 
American trade long after Captain John 
Scudder built this little house. 

Your car rolls smoothly up the blacktop 
drive to a snug gray-shingled barn-garage that 
might always have been there. Steam radia- 
tors keep your back warm while you toast 
your toes before the open fires on windy 
nights. From its red, white, and black all- 
electric kitchen to the farthest set of drawers 
tucked under the eaves for extra bedding, this 
little house is by today’s standards wholly and 
completely livable.

1—A great many middle-aged 
houses have an arrangement like that at the left—a 
fireplace flanked by two small, high windows that let 
in little light, no fresh air, and scarcely a trace of a 
view.

It provides a 
change of scene to a well-aired 
room, comfortable chairs, and a 
change of dinner partners. It also 
helps to clear the dining room. 


Q. Is a maid or butler essential to 
after-dinner coffee service? 

A. At strictly formal affairs the 
coffee is passed by a maid or butler. 
On semiformal or informal occa- 
sions men guests may pass the 
coffee as the hostess pours it. This 
is much friendlier because it gives 
the men a chance to help. 


Q. When after-dinner coffee is 
served in the living room does the 
pourer take filled cups to guests? 
A. No, the pourer should never 
have to leave her post. A servant, 
the host, or a volunteer assistant 
should pass cups. 


Q. What equipment do I need for 
after-dinner coffee? 

A. A coffeepot filled with steam- 
ing hot, black coffee, creamer, 
sugar bowl, and demitasse cups 
and saucers (preferably not stacked) 
with a small spoon on each saucer. 
Place them all on a big tray of 
metal, wood, or plastic. 


Q. Should I serve napkins with 
after-dinner coffee? 

4. Napkins are not usually pro- 
vided. If used they should be

Q. Is it true that sugar and cream 
are not correct with after-dinner 
coffee? 

4. Sugar and cream are not cus- 
tomarily served with after-dinner 
coffee, but may be offered if guests 
preler. 


Q. Is there anything else I should 
serve with after-dinner coffee? 
A. Usually nothing but cigarettes, 
cigars, and special candies such as 
mints or toasted, sugared nuts.

Q. When may I serve coffee in the 
afternoon?

Afternoon coffee is ap- 
propriate for all occasions, im- 
promptu or formal.

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ting any table be it formal or in- 
formal. If the group to be served 
is large and beverages are offered 
at both ends of the table, duplicate 
trays of sandwiches, cakes, nuts, 
and candies may be placed on each 
side of the table, those preferring 
one beverage may take one side of 
the table while others take the 
other side. This facilitates service 
without traffic problems. If coffee 
and tea are both served at one end 
of the table, the decoration or a 
large balancing tray of decorative 
pastries may be placed at the other 
end with candelabra and candy 
comports in the center, flanked by 
plates, cups, silver, and napkins at 
each side near the pourer. (See 
page 48.) 


Q. At a formal tea or coffee table 
where should the cups be placed? 
How should handles be turned? 
Should cups be stacked? 

A. Cups are placed on their sau- 
cers in an orderly formation within 
easy reach on both sides of the 
pourer’s tray. On the tray is a 
coffeepot or urn, sugar and cream- 
er, and, if desired, a pot of tea for 
those who prefer it. Cup handles 
are turned to the right, all parallel. 
Pourer may pick them up herself, 
or guest may hand her a cup to be 
filled. The table is lovelier and more 
convenient if cups are not stacked. 


Q. What is the procedure for 
formal tea and coffee table service? 
A. Guest picks up plate, then 
waits for pourer to fill her cup. 
Pourer may ask guests preference 
for sugar and cream, or allow 
guest to help herself. Guest moves 
on around the table helping her- 
self to sandwiches, cakes, nuts, 
candy, napkin, and silver. She 
then proceeds to a spot out of the 
traffic lane while others are being 
served. 


Q. How can the coffeepot or urn 
be gracefully refilled? 

A. If you do not have two pots so 
that one may replace the other, it 
is best to have an assistant take the 
pot or urn to the kitchen for re- 
plenishing, returning as quickly as 
possible. Do not try to refill pot or 
urn at the table. This is awkward 
and often causes mishaps.

Q. Even if I don’t want coffee, is 
it best to accept it? 

A. Yes, to avoid being discourte- 
ous and conspicuous, accept the 
coffee and drink as little as you 
like. 


Q. Is it correct to ask for or help 
myself to more cream and sugar? 
A. Yes, either is correct. 


Q. May I ask for more coffee? 

A. By all means. If you ask for an- 
other cup of coffee and there is an 
offer to make more, you should 
accept with thanks. 


Q. Is it permissible to ask the 
brand name or method of making 
if coffee is particularly fine? 

A. Yes, providing you preface the 
questions with a compliment on 
its fine quality.

Plumped prunes: Rinse prunes, 
put into a colander or strainer, and 
lower into a kettle of boiling water 
for 1 to 3 minutes, depending on 
degree of dryness of the fruit. 
Drain, then spread in shallow pans 
and dry off surface moisture in the 
slowest possible oven (250°), with 
oven door partly open. While still 
hot, pack lightly in paper or cello- 
phane bags, or glass jars, or tin 
boxes lined with waxed paper. 
Cover snugly; store in a cool place. 


Stuffed prunes or figs: Rinse, 
place in a colander over boiling 
water, cover, and steam 10 to 15 
minutes. Dry on a cloth; slit care- 
fully; remove pits from prunes; 
stuff fruits with fruits or nuts (salted 
nuts are especially good) or peanut 
butter mixed with chopped cand- 
ied orange peel, or marshmallows 
and halves of cherries or nuts. Roll 
in granulated or confectioners’ sug- 
ar, or chopped coconut. 


Apricot or peach strips: Cook 
dried apricot or peach halves 5 
minutes, Drain. Slip off skins from 
peaches. Cut fruit into strips with 
scissors.

There's nothing complicated 
about gluing, but like most jobs, 
there’s a right way and a*wrong 
way to do it. Naturally the right 
way is by far the easiest. 

There are many kinds of ad- 
hesive on the market. Liquid glue 
(I personally prefer fish glue) will 
do the job in most cases, but to 
make sure you have the right ad- 
hesive to solve your problem, con- 
sult the table at the bottom of the 
page. Unless you have a big job to 
do, don’t buy too much adhesive 
at one time. It will harden. Be 
sure to put the cover on tightly 
after you have used it. 

Most packages have directions 
printed on them. These directions 
are important; read them. Don’t 
assume you know all about it. 

Be sure to have the surfaces to 
be glued clean and dry. If the 
pieces have been glued before, 
scrape off all the old glue. Then 
sandpaper the surfaces. Glue holds 
best on a smooth surface. 

If you’re working with new 
wood, coat it first and let the glue 
get sticky. That gives the glue a 
chance to get down into the pores 
of the wood. Then give the surfaces 
a second coat and put them to- 
gether. 

There are several ways of doing 
this. With furniture or large pieces 





of wood, use clamps. These clamps 
are not expensive, they come in 
various shapes and sizes, and all 
hardware stores carry them.

workbench, and two wedges to 
exert the necessary pressure (sketch 
1). Another, valuable when you 
are gluing only one corner of a 
frame, is to use two fixed blocks at 
right angles to each other, and a 
third block and wedge at the 
opposite corner (sketch 2). 

Often, tho, what you want to 
glue is too delicate for clamps and 
can’t take too much _ pressure. 
Suppose you’re gluing together a 
small box. Cut a piece of wood the 
exact width of your box, and nail 
it to your workbench. Nail another 
piece of wood at right angles to the 
first piece. Fit your box into this 
opening, and lay wedges against 
the other two sides. Then fit boards 
against the wedges and nail them 
down. 

You now have your box in a 
frame. Apply glue to the pieces of 
the box, replace them in the frame, 
and press them together firmly 
by gently tapping in the wedges 
(sketch 3). Be sure all edges are 
meeting properly. 

An alternate method for small 
drawers is the simple frame and 
tourniquet (sketch 4). 

If you tried to do this job by 
holding your work in your fingers, 
you would be a mess and so would 
the job.

surplus glue that has been pressed 
out of the cracks. That’s the easiest 
time to do it. After glue has hard- 
ened, it’s hard work. 

In mending glassware, one coat 
of glue is enough because there are 
no pores for it to sink into. Often a 
frame isn’t practical. Hold the 
pieces together by pressing firmly 
with your fingers until the glue 
sets—about three minutes. This 
time you'll have to scrape off the 
surplus glue after it has hardened.

Irs really surprising the number 
of people who get the spaying bug. 
The minute they get a cute female 
dog, they write and ask (1) ““What 
is your opinion of spaying?” (2) 
**At what age should my female be 
spayed?” (3) “Does spaying hurt a 
dog?” And so on. 

Spaying is the surgical removal 
of the female dog’s reproductive 
organs. It also eliminates the twice- 
a-year “‘seasons”’ which seem bur- 
densome to many folks in the ordi- 
nary routine of dog care and own- 
ership. 

Should a female be spayed? Such 
a question usually precipitates a 
lively discussion. But, by and large, 
most all the “experts” arrive at 
**No!” when all the arguments are 
boiled down. 

Of course, spaying is not a haz- 
zardous operation. Let that be 
clearly understood. Neither does 
spaying do the female any physical 
injury or cause suffering. The op- 
eration is not of major consequence 
and when performed on a young 
pup the aftereffects are practically 
unnoticeable—for a time, that is. 

Undoubtedly, it “‘calms” a ner- 
vous type of animal. But spaying to 
relieve “nerves” is far too radical 
a cure. Nevertheless, great num- 
bers of dog owners resort to spay- 
ing just hecause their dogs are in- 
cessant barkers or jump a foot 
every time someone knocks on the 
door. 


A female should not be spayed 
for several reasons. The most im- 
portant one is that spayed females 
seem to lose “dog spirit,’’ which is 
the most desirable trait any dog has 
to offer. When the reproductive 
organs are removed, a great ener- 
gizing force goes with them. Any 
animal, robbed of this force is going 
to slow down and lose interest in a 
lot of life’s goings on and its obliga- 
tions, such as watching over its 
master’s children, or being an alert 
guardian of home and grounds, or 
being a rollicking, energetic, hale 
companion, and a lot of other

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things which go to make a dog a 
joy and comfort to have around. 
Indeed, spaying changes the dog’s 
outlook, philosophy, temperament. 

But that isn’t all that goes out 
the window when the female is de- 
sexed. Invariably, most such ani- 
mals start developing enormous 
appetites. With this comes listless- 
ness and laziness. The dog avoids 
play and exercise, sleeps most of 
the time in the most secluded and 
comfortable spot she can find. 
Natural result is that the dog grows 
fat—and very much disinterested 
in the companionship of the master 
or the master’s family, where such 
companionship calls for physical 
exertion of any kind. 

All authorities insist that it’s 
better for a female to go thru 
motherhood and raise at least one 
brood of puppies. 

We are aware there are lots of 
spayed female dogs in this world, 
leading happy lives and serving 
their masters well. But taking an

average (and that’s what we have 
to deal with), spaying curtails or 
eliminates dog spirit. And we are 
strong for this doggy element in the 
animals we own. 


However, if you’re unalter- 
ably convinced that spaying is for 
your pup—regardless—have it 
done between the ages of 3 and 10 
months, always prior to the ap- 
pearance of the first “season.” Five 
months seems to be the ideal age. 
The incision in a young puppy is 
small, heals quickly, leaves but a 
tiny scar. A recently spayed female 
should be handled with care, re- 
strained from running violently up- 
stairs and down, or rough play. 
Your veterinarian will hand you 
special feeding rules to use directly 
following the operation. 

It’s best to leave your dog at the 
vet’s a few days, thru early con- 
valescing stages, as this forces rest- 
ful inactivity in a small cage, with 
rapid healing. At home, a young 
pup has plenty of romping space. 
And acrobatic antics slow down 
healing, may even cause the stitches 
to be torn open. 

But our parting shot on the 
whole subject is—Nature is still far 
out in front, in all dog matters, 
We'll take our dogs “‘whole”’!

Vegetable gardens should be spaded at least 10 days before you sow 
seeds. It’s worth taking a chance on a January sowing of peas, sweet- 
peas, onions, asparagus, rhubarb, and horse-radish. 

Tomatoes, cabbage, eggplant, and peppers can be started indoors. 


Gladioli can be started this month. 

Azaleas will need weekly sprays to control petal blight. 

Fig trees can be started from 8-inch cuttings of last year’s growth.

Roses, shrubs, and fruit trees can be planted now. 

Grape vines should be pruned before the sap begins to rise. 
Shrubs and fruit trees can be pruned any time now. 

Dormant winter sprays should be applied to fruit trees and your 
shrubs before February 1. If you are bothered by sprays, protect 
your face with cold cream, and wear goggles and leather gloves. 
After using lime-sulfur sprays, sponge your face and hands with 
vinegar before washing them with soap. 

Seed flats should be prepared by mid-month. You can sterilize the 
flat and the soil with formaldehyde, 1 teaspoon to a gallon of water. 
Dip the empty flats in this solution, and sprinkle the soil after you 
sow the seeds in the flats. One quart treats a square foot of flat. 
Ranunculus, St. Brigid anemones, and Transvaal daisies can be 
started in pots now. Sink the pots level with the ground in your cold- 
frame. —Ada V.Turner

Dormant-strength oil sprays can be applied any time the tempera- 
ture is above 40 degrees. Plants most likely to be infested are lilac, 
bush dogwood, cotoneaster, and Euonymus vegetus. 

Hardy shrubs can be pruned now to get the work done before your 
spring rush of work. Tender kinds, tho, shouldn’t be cut until spring. 
Grafting wood of apples and pears should be cut and buried in moist 
sand in a frost-free cool place. 

Christmas plants will remain in bloom longer if you water them 


regularly. Keep your plants away from drafts and avoid exposure 


to high temperatures. 

Geranium cuttings made now will bloom for Decoration Day. 
Compost piles should be worked over in January to have the mix- 
ture ready for use this spring. 

Bird feeders should be set where the wind doesn’t hit them. Open 
feeders placed within 10 feet of evergreens or twiggy shrubs are pre- 
ferred by the timid birds. 

Tree moving is easy this month. Protect the roots against the cold by 
using canvas covers while the root ball is out of the ground. Mulch 
the soil heavily after your tree is in its new home. Soil used around 
the roots must not be frozen, and keep chunks of snow and ice out of 
the hole or you may have air pockets later. —Harvey Bicknell

Early vegetables can be started indoors in vermiculite. This saves 
the fuss and bother of special soil mixtures. Moisture conditions stay 
ideal for plants. 
Roses shouldn’t be pruned until next month. You can force your 
roses to rest by picking off the leaves. 
Poorly drained spots in your garden should be marked with a stake 
when the rains come. Later, dig up the area and install drains. 
Deadwood should be cut out of your trees and shrubs. The wood 
ashes from these branches will be high in potash, so can be used 
as a plant food. 
Light frosts won’t penetrate newspapers over your plants. You can 
protect the crowns of tender plants with a mulch of redwood bark. 
Hardy vegetables can be sown now. In the interior valleys, it’s time 
to plant tomatoes, potatoes, and melons. 
Rangy shrubs, such as sesbania and canary-bird shrub, should be 
cut back to mere stubs bearing only several buds each. 
Roses planted now should have a burlap cloth over their branches 
to encourage the buds on the canes to grow.

My PRIDE and joy is “the man- 
killer,’ an extra-heavy, oversized, 
long-handled cultivator, with five 
stout, steel prongs. Their spread is 
over 10 inches. They bite 4 to 6 
inches into the soil. When you sock 
that tool into the ground and rip 
up the soil, that ground is culti- 
vated—no doubt of it. 

I have some _professional-gar- 
dener friends who watch me knock 
myself out with the man-killer. 
They smile and they say: ‘‘Look, 
why use that backbreaker? You 
can get the job done as well with 
other cultivators: a light standard 
hoe, or a scuffle hoe. These cut 
down the weeds just as well, and 
with less labor, and they make a 
dust mulch 2 inches deep—and 
that’s enough.” 

I know they are right. But I go 
on ripping up the ground with my 
hand version of a spring-tooth har- 


row. Why? I try to justify myself 
logically. That tool covers a lot of 


ground with every sweep. And it 
plows deep. It tears up every weed

Then again, when I swing that 
cultivator and knock myself out 
with eight hours of working with 
it, 1 feel so self-righteous. At the

MY PERT long-handled hoe has 
an inch-wide blade on one side and 
a 3-inch blade on the other. It’s 
not heavy like a mattock but pene- 
trates better than an ordinary hoe. 
I like this hoe especially well for 
cultivating large shrub beds. The 
41'4-foot handle permits me to work 
up close to my shrubs without 
having the branches hit me in the 
face. 

I wouldn’t be without a broom 
rake. Its flexible fingers are stiff 
enough to flip wet leaves, clods, or 
light brush into piles, yet not so 


stiff as to yank out the grass. The 
broom rake also makes an en- 
larged hand, providing a conven- 
ient method of picking up piles of 
leaves or grass. 

You can make an excellent 
auxiliary tool by removing all but 
4 or 5 of the fingers. Use this set of 
narrow fingers to reach into bar- 
berry, privet, and other dense 
plants to pull out leaves that have 
blown into them. 

When the leaves start tumbling 
in the fall, I used to long for some 
machine that would pick them up 
easily and quickly. Last year I 
bought a lawn sweeper. Its re- 
volving brushes lift the leaves from 
the ground and throw them into a 
canvas catcher. The catcher has 
rollers, so the weight of the leaves 
isn’t carried by the operator.

GARDEN CLINIC 


I HAVE two small chiddren, also a 
middle-size dog. Next door there 
are three little girls, and an old 
sheep dog. But I’ve found that 
planting the right plants in the 
right places lets me have plenty of 
flowers, and I never have to refuse 
a child’s request for a flower. 

In place of tulips and lilies, I use 
ivy, which makes a beautiful ever- 
green wall and needs no care ex- 
cept cutting back once a year. I no 
longer plant the big beds of annuals 
which used to give me masses of 
color for little. effort. In their place 
I’ve planted tough perennials 
freely. 

Shasta daisies were a discovery. 
They provide great armfuls of 
white. blooms when other flowers 
are scarce. But some of my favorite 
perennials from childless and dog- 
less days have survived neglect and 
abuse—chrysanthemums, the eas- 
iest flower to grow, Oriental 
poppies in big clumps, and iris, 
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How I grow children and

altho they don’t look their best 
after a dog fight. Even hollyhocks, 
in spite of their height, have done 
well. They seem to have enough 
“give” so they don’t snap easily. 

The common white feverfew and 
its low-growing yellow cousin are 
favorites. They may be crushed to 
the ground, but they’ll rise again. 
Scotch broom, a weed in many 
parts of the country, makes a 
wonderful hedge at one end of my 
vegetable garden. It’s tough, lim- 
ber, and evergreen, and gives me a 
month of wonderful deep yellow 
blooms. 

And I have roses, lots of them. 
I stick to the sturdy, old-fashioned 
hedge roses and climbers. If you’re 
worried about your hybrid tea 
roses, or any of the more aristo- 
cratic perennials—you can fence 
off a dooryard garden for them.

Landscaping for modern living 
must include allowing space for 
the driveway and off-street park- 
ing for your car, access by service- 
men to gas, water, and electric me- 
ters without intruding on family 
affairs. 

Building lines for your district 
must be observed and the hazards 
of a blocked view kept in mind 
when you consider locating trees, 
tall hedges, and fences at the front 
of the lot. 

Lawns, outside of public areas, 
should be kept to dimensions right 
for game use. Plan for the mini- 
mum of specimen trees and shrubs 
that will require clipping around 
by hand. Keep lawn edges straight 
or in long sweeps easy to guide 
your mower thru. 


We SAY—give your service area 
a hard surface if you possibly can. 
And make it serve at least two or 
three uses. Don’t overlook the con- 
venience of extra clothesline hooks 
or slots for the post of your clothes- 
reel or an umbrella to keep the sun 
from bleaching the children’s hair 
to the color of tow. 

Have a regular place to burn 
trash, a pit or an incinerator, 
whichever your local ordinance 
permits. Have a lot of well-planned 
outdoor storage space for tools and 
furniture, and a ramp wherever 
you roll your lawn mower inside.

brick, a blue-shingle roof dropping 
to a low eave line, a huge white 
chimney capped in black, a low 
picket fence around the flower 
yard. It’s the sort of house’ that 
seems to invite you inside for a 
look around. 

Once you get inside, you'll find 
the best in planning. The living 
room, dining room, and kitchen 
overlook the garden, and the liv- 
ing room opens onto a private ter- 
race. Adjacent to the downstzirs 
bedroom is a full-fledged bathroom 
with a built-in linen closet.

The kitchen is U-shaped, a de- 
sign that has been proved very 
efficient in repeated tests.

when I get to heaven, and surely a 
lot of onetime ‘‘social drinkers.”* I 
felt obliged to tell her so. 

“The truth is, honey, that alco- 
hol is not immoral of itself,’ said 
I, speaking now with infinite care.

between the time patients noticed 
symptoms and the time they told 
their doctors. Months wasted when 
each day was important! 

Medical records abound with 
the cases of surgeons, some of them 
world-famous specialists who in- 
structed other physicians in the 
diagnosis of early cancer, who rec- 
ognized the signs of it in themselves 
too late to benefit by treatment. 


In ITS earliest stages, cancer of 
the stomach and of most other in- 
ternal organs are symptomless and 
can be detected only by medical 
examination. When stomach can- 
cer has advanced to the stage 
where symptoms. are noticeable, 
according to surgeons at Philadel- 
phia’s famed Lankenau Hospital, 
you are likely to notice such things 
as: tiring easily, loss of interest in 
food, especially meat, and indiges- 
tion that stays for more than a 
month. A diminished interest in 
meat indicates dwindling supplies 
of hydrochloric acid, needed to 
help digest the meat. Such symp- 
toms should start you, especially if 
you’re over 40, on your way to a 
doctor for a thoro examination. 
Lankenau authorities believe an 
examination is not thoro unless it 
includes X-ray and gastroscopic 
studies. The X-ray specialist makes 
pictures of the stomach after feed- 
ing barium meal, which makes the 
digestive tract register on films. 


Tue gastroscope is the great 
grandchild of a rigid tube Dr. 
Adolf Kussmaul, of Bavaria, stuck 
down the throat of a sword swal- 
lower nearly a hundred years ago. 
The new instrument, developed by 
Dr. Rudolf Schindler, of Los An- 
geles, really looks around corners 
and does tricks. It consists of a 
15-inch rigid tube, ending in a 
flexible tube of rubber-¢overed 
coiled spring with a rubber tip to 
which a lens and light are attached. 
Prisms placed at intervals inside 
the flexible portion reflect light 
upward. These, together with a 
mirror device, enable the physician 
to look at the lower end of the 
stomach, the thing Kussmaul tried 
but could not accomplish. 

At Lankenau Hospital, patients 
with unusual findings are studied 
further and go on a four weeks’ 
schedule of frequent, small meals 
of special foods. If the suspicious 
symptoms persist, the patients go to 
the operating room. Dr. Gilson C. 
Engel, chief surgeon of Service B 
at Lankenau and professor of sur- 
gery at the Graduate School of 
Medicine of the University of 
Pennsylvania, figures that 9 out of 
10 stomach cancers may be de- 
tected by pooling the findings of 
the physician with those from gas- 
troscopic and X-ray studies.

the surgery which is his only hope 
for permanent cure. 

Just before the operation, a 
double tube, a two-way device, 
called a Miller Abbott tube, is 
inserted thru the nostrils and down 
into the stomach. One tube permits 
protein drip feedings thruout the 
operation, keeping nourishment at 
a high level. The other is a suction 
tube to remove surplus liquids. The 
patient gets additional blood, salt 
and sugar solutions thruout the op- 
eration. Just enough and no more 
than he needs, because the pres- 
ent knowledge of blood chemistry 
permits his requirements to be de- 
termined with arithmetical accu- 
racy. The patient is fed by tube for 
four days after the operation. This 
nourishment, together with blood 
transfusions, amino acids, salt and 
sugar solutions, and getting out of 
bed a few hours after the opera- 
tion, has the patient well on the 
road to recovery, usually by the 
end of four days, when the tube is 
removed and food is started by 
mouth. From then on the patient 
heads rapidly toward normal life. 


New anesthetics enable the sur- 
geon to select one in accordance 
with the length of the operation, 
eliminate the necessity of dashing 
thru surgery, spurred on by the 
fear the patient will come out from 
under the anesthetic. 

We’ve been talking so far about 
stomach cancer, but the same 
techniques and skill can remove 
malignant growths from other or- 
gans. For example, surgical re- 
moval can cure cancer of the lung 
if done early enough. Lung cancer, 
previously considered rare, is now 
known to kill 17,000 or more a 
year, and three men die of it to 
each woman. 

Dr. Evarts Graham, of St. Louis, 
performed the first successful com- 
plete removal of a lung when he 
operated on the lung cancer of a 
Pittsburgh physician 14 years ago. 
The patient is still alive and active 
in his profession. Surgeons now 
operate upon the lung almost as 
easily as the lower abdomen. The 
bronchoscope, an instrument de- 
veloped by Dr. Chevalier Jackson, 
of Philadelphia, to remove foreign 
bodies from air passages, enables 
the surgeon to remove a fragment 
of suspicious-looking tissue in al- 
most any part of the lung. If can- 
cer cells are found when the frag- 
ment is studied under the micro- 
scope, the offending growth can be 
removed provided it has not gone 
too far. The Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association recently 
reported but 1 death among 236 
patients who had lungs or parts of 
lungs removed. 


SURGEONS today remove or- 
gans and combinations of organs 
which would have been considered 
an impossible feat even four years 
ago. As recently as that they feared 
to disturb the pancreas and usually 
refused. But Dr. Allen O. Whipple, 
then professor of surgery at Colum- 
bia University, successfully cut a 
cancerous growth from the pan- 
creas. 

Brain surgery was developed al- 
most entirely to remove growths 
from the brain and spinal cord.

Au who eye with envy Doctor 
Peterson’s dramatic and colorful 
orchid cacti (page 43) will do well 


to remember: orchid cacti should 
be treated as begonias and ferns are. 
Give them a loose, gritty soil, plenty 
of water thru the summer, good 
drainage, and light shade. They 
will not stand freezing. 

The ancestors of these spectac- 
ular modern hybrids grew in the 
jungles of Central and South 
America where they thrived in 
humid air and leafmold. 

Orchid cactus is the popular 
name for epiphyllum which means 
“upon the leaf.’ This is how the 
great flowers appear tho the leaves 
are actually flattened branches. 





The larger flowers reach a full 
10-inch spread, and the epiphyl- 
lums make decorative house plants. 
The soil mixture best for potting 

top-dressing epiphyllums 
made of 2 parts leafmold or com- 
post, 1 part topsoil, 1 part coarse 
sand and crushed charcoal, and 1 
part old dairy manure. 

After plants are a year old, feed 
weekly during spring and summer 
with a balanced plant food, in 
liquid form. Dissolve 1 level table- 
spoon of granular form plant food 
testing 4-12-4 or 5-10-5—in 1 
gallon of water. Give 4 cup of this 
at a time to each plant in a 6-inch 
pot. Increase proportionately for 
larger specimens. If air is dry, use 
water from an atomizer on branches 
twice weekly.
